4.  Sickness. 

There  was  an  average  amount  of  sickness  during  the  year — considerable  Influenza  during 
the  months  of  February  and  March. 


There  was  an  epidemic  of  Diptheria  as  follows — 

At  end  of  June  child  (A.i.)  of  family  A  resident  at  Leyburn  was  absent  from  School 
with  what  was  called  “  Septic  Throat.” 

On  July  18  two  cases  occurred  at  Spennithorne  in  family  B.  The  infection 
occurring  at  Leyburn  School, 

On  August  8  there  was  a  case  Family  C  at  Leyburn. 

On  August  25  there  was  a  case  Family  D  at  Bellerby,  again  infected  at  Leyburn 
School. 

August  27,  a  case  A  2  Family  A  at  Leyburn,  infedted  from  A  1. 

August  30,  a  case  Family  E  at  Leyburn. 

September  5,  a  case  Family  F  at  Leyburn.

I  therefore  swabbed  family  A  and  found  that  A  3  was  a  carrier. 

A  3  was  quarantined  in  Hospital  and  no  further  cases  occurred. 

5.  Nursing  Arrangements. 

The  Coverdale  Nursing  Association  provides  one  Nurse  to  Subscribers  in  a  valley 
12  miles  long. 

Nurses  can  be  obtained  (with  Subscriber’s  Ticket)  from  Northallerton  Rural  Nursing 
Association. 

There  are  no  Mid  wives. 

There  are  no  Hospitals  except  the  Poor  Law  Institution  in  the  district. 

General  Cases  go  to  Darlington  or  Leeds. 

Infectious  Cases  by  arrangement  with  the  Darlington  Corporation  are  received  into 
their  Hospital. 

Similar  arrangements  have  been  made  for  Small  Pox.  Ambulances  can  be  procured 
from  Northallerton  and  from  Darlington. 

6.  Pathological. 

Water  and  Sewage  samples  are  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst  at  Leeds. 

The  County  Council  provide  free  examination  for  Tuberculosis  Sputum. 

7.  Sanitary. 

The  following  Nuisances  have  been  dealt  with  : —

Disinfection. 


The  cleansing  of  Ashpits  and  Privies  requires  constant  supervision,  and  is  then  quite 
unsatisfactory.  On  the  whole  it  is  better  than  last  year. 

Ash  Bins  in  place  of  ashpits  have  been  adopted  for  20  houses  at  Middieham  where  there 
is  a  proper  Sewage  Scheme.  '1  hese  arecleaned  regularly  and  are  agreat  improvement. 

There  arc  133  Wholesale  Traders  and  38  Retail  Purveyors  of  Milk  in  the  district. 

The  Cow  Sheds  on  the  whole  are  satisfactory  as  regards  light,  ventilation,  drainage, 

and  water. 

There  are  3  Dairies,  which  are  kept  in  a  cleanly  state.  The  Dairy  drainage  at  Redmire 
and  Coverham  is  very  bad. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  fumigates  with  Formalin,  and  afterwards  the  real  disinfection  is 
done  by  a  thorough  cleansing  and  exposure  to  sun  and  air. 

The  Council  should  provide  a  portable  steam  disinfector  for  clothes,  &c.
